Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  presenting  for  your  information  the  annual 
report  on  the  health,  vital  statistics  and  sanitary  circumstances  of 
the  district. 

I am  grateful  to  Dr.  J.  A.  Slattery,  Area  Medical  Officer, 
Mid-Essex,  for  providing  statistics  of  the  work  carried  out  at  the 
Essex  County  Council  clinics  in  the  area. 

Vital  Statistics 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  mid-year  population 
is  24,060  which  is  an  increase  of  680  over  1969. 

There  were  470  live  births  recorded  in  1970  and  the  corrected 
birth  rate  of  19.3  is  above  the  national  average  of  16.0  for  England 
and  Wales.  Six  per  cent  of  live  births  were  illegitimate  in  the  area 
compared  with  a national  average  of  8 per  cent. 

There  were  282  deaths  in  the  area  giving  a corrected  death 
rate  of  9.4  compared  with  a death  rate  per  1,000  population  in 
England  and  Wales  of  1 1 .7. 

Total  infant  deaths  numbered  6 and  the  infant  mortality 
rate  of  13.0  compared  favourably  with  the  national  average  of  18.0 
but  is  above  last  year’s  figure  of  10.0  in  Braintree.  Causes  of  infant 
deaths  were  2 prematurity,  prematurity  with  respiratory  distress 
syndrome,  virus  pneumonia,  asphyxia  (Smothered.  Accidental.)  and 
hypostatic  pneumonia  with  pharyngeal  palsy  and  brain  damage 
at  birth. 

Notifiable  Infectious  Disease 

In  1970  it  was  decided  nationally  that  mass  radiography 
services  should  be  phased  out  during  the  present  decade  due  to  the 
decline  in  tuberculosis.  In  the  last  20  years  notifications  of  tuber-, 
culosis  in  this  country  have  been  reduced  by  three-quarters  and 
deaths  from  the  disease  by  nine-tenths.  During  the  year  there  were 
in  the  Council’s  area  2 cases  of  pulmonary  and  2 of  non-pulmonary 
tuberculosis  notified  to  me. 

Measles  was  the  commonest  cause  of  notification  of  infectious 
disease  with  281  cases  throughout  the  year.  There  were  5 cases  of 
scarlet  fever  and  4 cases  of  bacterial  food  poisoning. 

Although  there  was  no  local  cause  for  concern  in  Braintree, 
the  disease  that  dominated  the  international  scene  in  1970  was 
cholera,  in  the  tenth  year  of  the  present  seventh  pandemic.  In 
August  1970  Russia  reported  the  first  westward  spread  of  the 
disease  beyond  Iraq.  Notified  imported  cases  of  cholera  in  Britain 
did  not  result  in  any  further  cases  and  due  to  our  safer  food  and 
water  supplies  there  is  little  chance  of  cholera  epidemics  occurring 
here  on  a large  scale. 
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Environmental  Hygiene 

Reference  has  been  made  by  your  Chief  Public  Health  In- 
spector to  an  increase  in  the  number  of  complaints  relating  to  noise 
in  the  area,  particularly  noise  from  light  industry.  This  is  a very 
regrettable  fact  in  terms  of  unhappiness  for  the  people  affected. 
There  have  been  no  cases  where  noise  was  known  to  reach  a level 
likely  to  damage  hearing. 

Extension  of  the  town’s  sewage  works  took  place  in  1970  in 
order  both  to  meet  the  needs  of  an  increasing  population  and  also 
to  satisfy  the  requirements  of  the  Essex  River  Authority  in  their 
tests,  added  capacity  being  required  to  maintain  standards  laid 
down  by  the  Authority. 

During  the  year  water  continued  to  be  supplied  by  Colchester 
and  District  Water  Board.  It  was  a wholesome  water  with  a satis- 
factory level  of  natural  fluoride.  Its  hardness  was  not  excessive 
but  softening  continued  to  be  carried  out  at  Codham  Borehole 
where  water  before  treatment  is  much  harder  than  at  Notley  Road 
Borehole. 

In  1970,  108  houses  were  completed  by  the  Council  and  139 
privately.  I continued  to  visit  applicants  to  the  Council  for  re- 
housing in  certain  cases  where  the  degree  of  priority  on  medical 
grounds  needed  a decision.  Towards  the  end  of  the  year  the 
Chronically  Sick  and  Disabled  Persons  Act  was  phased  into  exist- 
ence which  increased  the  responsibility  of  the  Council  towards 
disabled  persons  in  the  area  with  regard  to  housing  and  other 
matters. 

The  refuse  collection  teams  continued  to  provide  a very  effi- 
cient service  throughout  the  year.  Likely  changes  in  Local  Govern- 
ment organisation  make  it  impossible  to  foresee  the  future  of 
refuse  disposal  in  the  town. 

I am  grateful  to  the  Chairman  and  members  of  the  Public 
Health  Committee  for  their  support.  To  Mr.  Bayley  and  his  staff 
and  to  Officers  in  other  departments  I am  also  grateful  for  co- 
operation throughout  the  year.

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  pleasure  in  submitting  my  report  on  the  work  of  the 
Public  Health  Inspectors  for  the  year  1970. 

The  number  of  visits  made  is  of  a similar  order  to  that  of 
recent  years  but  the  purpose  of  the  visits  has  undergone  some 
considerable  if  not  unexpected  change.  The  Housing  Act,  1969, 
gave  further  financial  encouragement  to  owners  of  property  to  take 
up  improvement  grants  and  to  obtain  fair  rents  in  respect  of 
properties  in  good  repair  and  possessing  all  the  standard  amenities. 
This  Act  came  into  force  in  August,  1969,  and  in  the  first  full  year 
of  operation  the  number  of  improvement  grants  made  has  more 
than  doubled  on  the  average  of  the  previous  three  years.  Noise 
abatement  too  shows  a great  increase  in  the  number  of  complaints 
received.  This  is  due  in  part  to  the  increased  public  awareness  of 
this  problem  which  although  mainly  directed  at  noise  from  air  and 
road  traffic  also  embraces  noise  from  industry.  The  current  practice 
of  providing  light  industrial  sites  near  to  residential  areas  and  vice 
versa  must  be  watched  very  closely.  It  is  quite  surprising  the 
volume  of  noise  which  can  emanate  from  so-called  warehouses  and 
light  industry.  Most  of  the  complaints  received  during  1970  con- 
cerned this  type  of  development. 

With  staff  remaining  at  the  same  level  the  time  taken  up  with 
improvement  grants,  qualification  certificates  and  noise  abatement 
has  led  to  a reduction  in  the  number  of  visits  in  connection  with 
other  work,  in  particular  food  hygiene  and  offices  and  shops,  and 
whilst  this  does  not  at  the  moment  give  rise  to  concern  if  the 
tempo  in  the  former  field  continues  the  position  will  have  to  be 
reviewed. 

The  introduction  of  bulk  containers  in  the  market  has  gone 
some  way  towards  improving  conditions  but  the  basic  problem 
remains.  I am  quite  sure  that  further  improvements  will  not  be 
achieved  unless  labour  is  provided  throughout  the  day  to  cope 
with  the  waste  as  it  is  produced. 

I wish  to  thank  members  for  their  support  and  to  acknowledge 
the  help  and  co-operation  of  the  Health  Department  staff  and  of 
my  fellow  officers  in  other  Departments.

WATER 

During  1970  water  was  supplied  by  the  Colchester  and  District  Water 
Board. 

It  is  understood  that  all  the  water  was  chlorinated  before  passing  into 
the  mains  and  none  is  liable  to  have  plumbo-solvent  action,  the  supply  from 
Codham  being  subjected  to  aeration,  filtration  and  softening  to  ensure  a 
water  of  an  acceptable  quality. 

Eight  samples  of  water  in  supply  were  submitted  during  the  year  for 
bacteriological  examination  and  reported  as  satisfactory. 

Following  a complaint  of  small  worms  in  the  water  a sample  was 
taken  from  a local  factory  where  the  mains  water  was  supplied  through  a 
storage  tank.  The  cause  of  complaint  was  found  to  be  midge  lava.  An 
inspection  of  the  tank  showed  it  to  be  uncovered  and  open  to  contamina- 
tion. The  tank  was  by-passed  and  a follow-up  sample  found  to  be  satis- 
factory. 

Samples  were  also  submitted  for  chemical  analysis  and  a typical  result 
is  as  follows: —

This  sample  is  clear  and  bright  in  appearance,  has  a reaction  on  the 
alkaline  side  of  neutrality  and  is  free  from  metals.  The  water  is  hard  in 
character  but  its  hardness  and  its  content  of  mineral  and  saline  constituents 
in  solution  are  not  considered  excessive.  The  water  conforms  to  the  highest 
standard  of  organic  quality  and  is  also  of  very  satisfactory  bacterial  purity. 

These  results  indicate  a pure  and  wholesome  water  suitable  for  drinking 
and  domestic  uses. 

It  is  estimated  that  23,937  persons  who  occupy  8,447  houses  are 
served  by  public  mains.  Of  these  4 houses  with  an  estimated  population  of 
12  are  served  by  4 standpipes  situated  in  the  open. 

There  are  41  houses  with  private  supplies,  37  of  which  are  piped 
inside. 
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The  following  information  has  been  supplied  by  the  Engineer  of  the 
Colchester  and  District  Water  Board  for  the  year  1st  April,  1970  to  31st 
March,  1971. 

The  total  yield  for  the  year  from  Notley  Road  and  Codham  Boreholes 
was  383  million  gallons  of  which  64  million  gallons  was  taken  via  metered 
supplies.  The  quantity  of  water  which  has  been  available  for  supply 
in  the  Urban  District  exceeded  the  consumption  and  no  restrictions  have 
been  necessary. 

The  Board  took  a total  of  1,367  bacteriological  samples  in  their  area 
of  which  1,280  were  satisfactory.  Of  the  87  suspicious  or  unsatisfactory 
samples  one  was  taken  in  supply  in  the  Urban  District  area  and  six  from  the 
Notley  Road  Bore.  A further  sample  in  supply  proved  satisfactory.  At 
Notley  Road  a succession  of  bad  samples  following  the  re-installation  of  a 
pump  necessitated  chlorination  of  the  borehole  followed  by  a period  of 
pumping  to  waste.  During  this  time  water  from  this  bore  was  not  pumped 
into  supply  until  proved  satisfactory.  Because  of  this  history  of  mildly 
unsatisfactory  samples  chlorination  at  Notley  Road  is  controlled  to  give  a 
residual  of  0.6  p.p.m.  at  the  inlet  to  the  Panfield  Lane  Reservoir.

Nine  samples  of  the  final  effluent  of  Braintree  Sewage  Works  were 
taken  by  the  inspectors  of  the  Essex  River  Authority,  eight  of  which  were 
reported  as  unsatisfactory.  The  other  was  only  just  unsatisfactory  with 
regard  to  suspended  solids. 

At  Bocking  Works  six  samples  were  taken,  four  of  which  were  re- 
ported as  satisfactory,  the  others  being  of  unsatisfactory  suspended  solids, 
although  in  one  instance  the  result  was  due  to  the  works  being  out  of  com- 
mission due  to  a blockage  in  the  primary  tank  inlet. 
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Due  to  a low  rate  of  dilution  the  standard  set  by  the  River  Authority 
is  high  and  the  extension  of  the  works  to  allow  for  population  increase 
and  to  maintain  the  standard  was  commenced  during  the  year  and  consider- 
able progress  made. 

Taking  into  account  the  above  mentioned  comments  the  Works  are 
reasonably  adequate  for  the  needs  of  the  district. 

There  are  seventy-six  houses  not  draining  to  the  sewer  where  none  is 
available  and  14  houses  sharing  7 W.C.’s. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

Except  for  a slight  disruption  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  due  to 
illness,  a weekly  collection  was  maintained  despite  problems  caused  by 
weather,  breakdowns  and  shortage  of  labour.  The  efforts  of  the  three 
crews  in  this  respect  are  praiseworthy. 

The  spare  vehicle  was  regularly  used  for  collecting  trade  refuse 
and  other  large  items  which  are  not  able  to  be  fed  into  the  continuous 
loading  vehicles.  It  was  also  used  considerably  to  keep  the  rounds  going 
during  breakdowns.  There  has  only  been  slight  improvement  in  the  position 
regarding  maintenance  and  that  due  to  constant  pressure.  Taking  into 
account  the  age  of  the  vehicles,  the  future  needs  and  the  position  regarding 
maintenance  and  repairs,  it  was  decided  in  principle  that  during  the  next 
three  years  it  would  be  necessary  to  replace  three  vehicles.  After  that  it 
may  be  necessary  to  put  an  additional  vehicle  into  service  to  cope  with  the 
increasing  rounds  and  amount  of  refuse. 

A further  22  bulk  containers  were  purchased  during  the  year  which 
with  the  55  ordered  during  1969  were  nearly  all  in  use.  Although  there 
is  a potential  for  an  increased  number  of  these  containers  to  be  used,  for 
instance  at  schools,  it  has  not  been  possible  to  attain  maximum  numbers 
of  containers  at  the  moment.  A number  of  these  containers  are  now  in  use 
at  the  Wednesday  and  Saturday  markets  and  have  brought  about  some 
improvement  in  the  cleanliness  of  the  markets. 

During  the  year  there  were  two  periods  when  special  collections  of 
bulky  articles  were  made,  calls  were  made  at  681  houses  and  many  un- 
wanted articles  which  otherwise  might  have  found  their  way  into  ditches 
or  on  to  waste  ground  were  disposed  of  satisfactorily.  This  work  was 
carried  out  by  our  own  men  and  vehicles.  It  is  thought  that  this  and  a 
liberal  policy  of  collecting  such  articles  is  a more  satisfactory  and  economic 
solution  than  the  provision  of  places  to  collect  unwanted  refuse  as  required 
by  the  Civic  Amenities  Act.  This  is  borne  out  by  the  response  to  the 
special  collection  weeks  and  the  amount  of  such  refuse  collected.  In  addition 
lay-bys,  ditches,  garage  sites  and  other  similar  sites  are  regularly  cleared. 

Refuse  was  again  disposed  of  by  controlled  tipping  at  Straits  Mill  and 
as  the  Braintree  Rural  District  Council  commenced  using  their  own  tip. 
at  Shalford  in  February  there  was  a considerable  reduction  in  the  amount 
of  refuse  received.  The  purchase  of  the  larger  machine  was  justified  by  the 
amount  of  earth  that  was  moved.  In  this  way  it  is  hoped  that  sufficient 
cover  can  be  stock-piled  so  that  when  the  tip  is  full  it  will  not  be  necessary 
to  purchase  any  earth  for  the  final  layer.  This  machine  also  makes  it  easier 
to  keep  the  tip  tidy  and  covered  as  necessary.  Visitors  to  the  tip,  who 
include  inspectors  from  the  Essex  County  Council,  have  commented  very 
favourably  on  its  condition.  Although  the  tip  is  nowhere  near  the  end  of 
its  life  consideration  is  always  given  to  the  future  and  other  means  of 
disposal.  As  gravel  is  still  being  extracted  at  Straits  Mill  and  the  resultant 
holes  have  to  be  filled,  the  policy  of  controlled  tipping,  which  with  constant 
supervision  is  hygienic,  will  be  with  us  for  a time  yet.  In  fact  with  the 
likelihood  of  boundary  revisions  and  the  loss  of  certain  functions,  of  which 
refuse  disposal  is  one,  it  would  be  unwise  and  uneconomic  to  change  this 
method.

HOUSING 

One  hundred  and  eight  houses  were  completed  by  the  Council  during 
1970  and  a further  one  hundred  and  thirty-nine  privately. 

Individual  Unfit  Houses 

Closing  orders  were  made  on  two  houses  and  on  the  basements  of  two 
more  houses. 

Re-Housing 

One  family  was  re-housed  from  a house  subject  to  a closing  order. 
Repair  of  Houses 

Nineteen  houses  were  made  fit  as  a result  of  formal  and  informal 
action  under  the  Housing  Act  and  Public  Health  Act. 


Improvement  Grants 

During  the  year  there  were  one  hundred  and  seven  applications  for 
improvement  grants.  Thirty-nine  Discretionary  Grants  for  improving 
houses,  and  sixty-six  Standard  Grants  were  made.  In  one  case  the  maximum 
was  extended  to  allow  for  building  a bathroom  and  one  application  was 
withdrawn.  In  two  cases  higher  amounts  were  substituted  for  unforeseen 
work. 

In  thirty-three  cases  the  grant  made  included  allowable  repairs. 

The  Council  approved  a total  of  £7,640  for  Discretionary  Grants  and  a 
maximum  of  £7,258  for  Standard  Grants.  This  amounted  to  an  annual 
charge  on  the  rates  of  £400  for  Discretionary  Grants  and  a maximum  of 
£380  for  Standard  Grants.
